Aadhaar blunders: Now, Home Ministry too is worried

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The Ministry has said that uniqueness of identity is not a necessary condition to t ensure authenticity of 
identity or genuineness of other entries or records of Aadhaar number. It has also raised concerns on

involvement of foreign vendors of UIDAI 

The union ministry of home affairs (MHA) has raises several concerns on using Aadhaar, the so-called unique number 
(UID) promoted by Unique Identification Authority of India (UIDAI), and being forced down by successive 
governments. Especially, the MHA, while commenting on Department of Telecom (DoT)'s proposal to use Aadhaar for 
online verification has said, the supporting data in the UID may not be authentic or genuine. 

Aadhaar is strong on ensuring unique identity. However, uniqueness of identity is not a necessary condition to ensure 
authenticity of identity or genuineness of other entries or records of Aadhaar number," the MHA said. 

The ministry has written to the DoT sharing its view on accepting Aadhaar as valid proof of address for e-know your 
customers (KYC) programme. The DoT is working on proof of concept (e-KYC) to use Aadhaar number for online 
verification of people seeking mobile connections along with existing process of customer verification. 





The Home Ministry has raised concerns over supporting documents submitted by people as proof of identity and proof 
of address for getting Aadhaar number. 

However, it looks like, similar to previous government, the incumbent National Democratic Alliance (NDA) regime is 
gung-ho about forcing Aadhaar on Indian citizens. 

Prime Minister NarendraModi, the Finance Ministry as well as Reserve Bank of India (RBI) are either not aware about 

^ the serious concerns related with Aadhaar or simply turning a blind eye. In fact, all banks were mandated to open 

crores of bank accounts by accepting Aadhaar as 'all-in-one' KYC document. 

* 

Moneylife Columnist DrAnupamSaraph, who designed and implemented identity schemes for government and private 
organisations, had clearly mentioned in his article that even if Aadhaar numbers were proof of .identity, which it is not, 
its use to make money transfers make financial transfers un-auditable, propagate money laundering and financial 

fraud. There is no justification for introducing an unverified and un-audited number to allow payments and 
settlements. (Read: How Aadhaar linkage can destroy bank s)

When the Aadhaar number is merely a 12-digit number assigned to demographic and bioinetric data submitted by 
private parties, it cannot be a proof of identity, address or even existence. There has been no verification or audit of the 
Aadhaar database and therefore it is very conceivable that, as was the case of Satyam, huge number of non-existent 
persons is assigned an Aadhaar number. There is no basis to regard any bank accounts linked to an Aadhaar number 
as belonging to genuine or even existing individuals," DrSaraph has said. 

In addition, the union government is asking its employees to use biometric attendance system, based on Aadhaar. It 
must be noted, that several organisations, including government and _ private use fingerprint-based biometric 
attendance system for a small group of employees. Many private companies prefer using card swiping or online login 
for recording attendance. Therefore linking UIDAI and Aadhaar to employee attendance is beyond explanation. Why 
would the government force employees to use Aadhaar-based attendance system? 


In addition, there are two issues involved in the biometric attendance system that is being implemented to show online 
if the employee is present for the day or not. One is installation of biometric terminals and second network 
connectivity. Both are being purchased from taxpayers’ money. Moreover, this attendance system is time consuming as 



it takes more than a minute to record the attendance of one employee. So, the more employe^ in an organisation, more 
terminals would be needed to be purchased at taxpayers’ expense. Even if the online attendance system shows a 

particular employee's presence in the office, there is no guarantee that he would be on his sekt during all the time. So 
how will it benefit the common citizen?

Coming back to the UID and concerns raised by MHA, Aadhaar can be also issued to foreign nationals staying in the 
country. This also has been questioned by the Home Ministry as nationals of neighbouring country may attempt to use 

it to procure Indian identity documents for infiltrating their agents. 

The Home Ministry has said that unlike Aadhaar, other acceptable proof of address documents such as passport, 
driving licence do not have the status of universality and therefore "even higher levels of error in these documents may 
not translate into comparable volume of security concerns". 

It said that Intelligence Bureau is neither aware of back-end systems, e-processing and e-auditing existing in Unique 
Identification Authority of India (UIDAI), which issues Aadhaar, nor knows how data is transmitted between units of 
UID Aland how data are stored. 





The Home Ministry has also raised a concern on involvement of foreign vendors by UIDA^for storing data and has 

v 

suggested audit of data security. 

Moneylife has been raising this and several other concerns since long. (Read: UIDATs nOt-so- f ciean , partners 
and their tainted executives) . UIDAI had selected three consortia - Accenture, Mahindra Satyam-Morpho and Li 
Identity Solutions - to implement the core biometric identification system for the Aadhaarprogramme. According to an 
IT expert, L-i and NADRA, the Pakistan unique identity agency, appear to have been created on the same business 
r model. "Staffed strongly by persons with intelligence (quasi-military) links, the major goals of both agencies are to do 

business with their respective governments, and they succeed to the extent that they have virtually no competition. 
And this is the company UIDAI has welcomed into India," the expert had said. 

According to sources, the introducer system provision, under which people not having supporting documents as ID 
and address proof can also get Aadhaar number if he is introduced by a person owning a Aadhaar number, has been 
cpiestioned by the Home Ministry. . 




The Supreme Court of India has several pending public interest litigations (PILs) on Aadfyaar linkages and it would 
prudent to have a special court to issue a stay on all Aadhaar linkages till the cases are heard |nd at the same time hear 
the PILs expeditiously given the extent of financial ruin that Aadhaar can bring to India. 


As far as the issuing of IDs to residents or citizens of any country is concerned, here is what Mark Lerner, from the 
.Constitutional Alliance and author of the book 'Your Body is Your ID', had said.. 

Sarcasm alert - the final titbit ofinformation comes from the International Biometrics Agency. For all of you that 

keep talking about a New World Order or a One World Government, please stop such ridiculous rumours. Julian 

Ashbourn speaking as the Chairman of the International Biometrics Agency set our minds to rest when he said the 
following: 


What information do governments share? With whom is my data shared, and why? All of these questions need to be 


addressed by an agency with global powers. An agency with global powers? Perhaps I am naive, but I always 
believed we live in a sovereign country. You may have heard of our country, The United States of China. No, that is 


not right, The United States of Britain. I will get it right; the United States of France. This country thing is 


really 




getting hard to remember. We have the surveillance cameras like Britain; we use facial Recognition like China to 

identify dissidents and we sell L-i to a French company. Thank goodness for my granddaughter, she just reminded 

me of what Congress and others have forgotten, this is the United States of America, "Mr Lerner said. ( Read orig inal 
posting from Mr Lerner here ).

Officials turn blind eye to people who came in large numbers after an announcement 


of linking Aadhaar with Ration card 


Aafrin Ahmed from Rajeev Nagar in Yousufguda stood in the line for nearly six hours to get her son enrol for the Aadhaar 
card, but all that officials did was to enter her name as Trishiya Begum, mother of Abdul Jaleel. She was asked to get evidence 
for the mistake to be rectified and after standing in the queue for four hours, she was asked to get it rectified at the MeeSeva 
Centre where the Aadhaar card is issued. It is the third day and her agony continues. 


She was one of the scores of people, who thronged the Aadhaarcentre in the Karvy Consultancy compound in Road No. 10 of 
Banjara Hills and found no help from officials. Chaos, unruliness and disorder was the scene at the centre as people were in a 
huriy to enrol for the Aadhaar card or get their mistakes rectified as the Telangana State government had made Aadhar 

mandatory for the food card with the last date being October 20. - 


Officials concerned were equally unresponsive, as they simply diverted the surging numbers asking them to come on October 

20 to submit the form. AltafBaig, who had come all the way from Uppal to get his name rectified from Anees Fatima in the 
card, is furious. 



.1 submitted foi 1 ectification in Aadhaar six months ago. Now the government is threatening to snatch away my ration card in 
the absence of Aadhaai. Why should I suffer for other’s mistakes,” he questioned. After spending six hours at the centre and 
meeting few officials, he was asked to come again after five days. People came from places such as Medchal and old city and 
stood in the queues for hours. I came at 6 a.m. and I got a form to apply for the card at 5 p.m.,’^- said Ali from Shalibanda.

Venkatramana, who came with his two-year-old daughter, had to go through similar ordeal. “The government has created 
panic by suddenly announcing that ration card will be linked to Aadhaar card. Then where wals the need for the information 

collected through the surveys,” he questioned. 


Police had to intervene with the queues going out of control and people losing patience. As police personnel tried to control 


the crowd, women picked up arguments and vented their anger against the government.

Hyderabad: Telangana state government has decided to take up with Unique Identification'Authority of India (UIDAI) the 
exploitation of Aadhaar card applicants by enrolment agencies. 

The demand for Aadhaar cards shot up after it was made mandatory for applications for ration cards and pensions. The

government received complaints that some agencies were collecting up to Rs 500 for each enrolment, while it should be free. 
The government has sought cancellation of licences of erring agencies. “It came to the notice of the government that some 

agencies are collecting up to Rs 500 for Aadhaar enrolment. 

We warn the agencies against resorting to such unethical practices. We will approach the UIDAI and seek cancellation of 
licences of such agencies,” said K.T. Rama Rad, the minister for IT and panchayat raj. 

The government has made it mandatory for applicants to write their Aadhaar numbers on the appl-ication forms for rat-ion cards 

and pensions. It was found in the recent Intensive Household Survey that over 70 lakh people across the state lack Aadhaar 
cards.

This follows the NDA government’s recent decision to revive the Direct Benefit Transfer schemfe. The Centre said that in the 
new avatar of the DBT scheme, the Aadhaar card is not mandatory and only bank accounts need to be linked with gas 
connections. However, gas dealers are insisting on both the Aadhaar and the bank account numbers.

Hyderabad and Ranga Reddy feature in the list of districts where the DBT scheme is expected to be launched from November 
11. Gas agencies say they don’t have bank details of abeut 7.6 lakh consumers in both districts. 

Banks are insisting on Aadhaar cards to open new accounts. With this, people who did not get their Aadhaar cards earlier are 

rushing to MeeSevacentres to apply, while those who received their Aadhaar cards with errors are queuing up to get corrections 
or to update information such as change in address. 

MeeSevacentre are having trouble coping with the rush. Those submitting applications now are being given appointments in 

December and January for enrolment. The government had announced that it would open 35 Aadhaar enrolment centres in 
GHMC limits from Diwali but that has not been done yet. 




As per statistic's available with gas agencies, out of 13,88,669 LPG connections in Hyderabad, 9,84,916 have bank accounts. In

“I submitted my Aadhaar application for change of address on October 21 at RamanthapurMeeSeva Centre. Even for address 
correction, they are asking all our family members to visit the centre again and they will take biometrics and photographs afresh.

Office has asked the Unique Identification Authority of India 

(UIDAI) and National Population Register (NPR) to advance 
enrollment of all eligible residents from June to March 2015. 


The move is part of the bigger government agenda to plug leakages 
in the social sector schemes aimed at better fiscal management. It is 

also aimed at 1 incorporating the concept of Aadhaar based direct 
benefit transfer for all government expenditure worth Rs. 3,00,000 
crore every year from the next fiscal, which would bring paradigm 
shift in administering of the poorly managed government schemes. 

A Planning Commission study in 2012 had shown that Aadhaar can 
save public money ofRs. 50,000 crore. in three years'once all 1.2 
crore eligible residents were enrolled with an annual rate of return

of 52% in the investment. The study had said that Aadhaar would 
result in substantial benefits if it was integrated with government 

schemes such as Public Distribution System, Mahatma Gandhi 
National Rural Employment Guarantee Act and disbursement on 
fertilizer and cooking gas subsidies. . 
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Fraud or duplication is not possible under the Aadhaar system 
where authentication of one’s number and demographic details are 
possible by a click of a mouse. “It is anytime, anywhere online 
authentication system that enables checking fraud in less than 10 
seconds,” a UIDAI official said. 

The government sources said the Prime Minister NarendraModi’s 
decision was recently announced at a meeting of the PMO officials

with UIDAI, NPR and other ministry officials. Directions were also 
issued to speed up seeding of Aadhaar number in the bank accounts 
of existing beneficiaries under different government schemes, 
sources said. 

“Linking Aadhaar with schemes will help us in linking fund flow to 
the States and the Central ministries with their outcome based 
performance as outlined by the Prime Minister at a meeting with all 
secretaries of the government of India,” a senior government 

functionary said, adding that Aadhaar will make correct assessment 
possible. 

The UIDAI has generated Aadhaar number for 700 million 
residents and have covered 90% population in nine states including 
Andhra Pradesh, Kerala, Delhi and Himachal Pradesh. About 16 
states have an average coverage of more than 70%. In four states 
assigned to UIDAI recently — [Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, Uttarakhand 
and Chhattisgarh — about 26% of the target population has been 
enrolled. 

“We are enrolling over a million people every day and would be 
enhancing our capacity to enroll 1.5 million people a day shortly. 
We are confident to meet the new target set up by the Prime ' 
Minister’s Office,” said a senior UIDAI official.

The government has provided fresh impetus to Aadhaar by linking 
it to various schemes and making Aadhaar based attendance in 
government offices mandatory. The real impact of Aadhaar would 
be visible from the next financial year when the government plans 
to link it with all social sector schemes.

The NDA government is sailing pretty close to the wind 


by trying to sidestep a Supreme Court order that 
specifically says that Aadhaar, the Unique biometric ID 
being issued to residents (and not necessarily citizens) by 
the Unique ID Authority of India (UIDAI), cannot be made 
mandatory for anything. 

In two separate cases, one in September 2013, 
and another in March 2014, the Supreme Court not only

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The idea, saysa story in Mint , is that it will "provide a trail 
of all real estate transactions by an individual."
